We will then 
take a scenic sightseeing cruise 
across the deep blue waters of 
this UNESCO World Heritage 
Site, Geirangerfjord. The fjord 
offers archetypal scenery, 
encircled by high mountains, 
where abandoned farms cling to 
the hillslides. The trip between 
Geiranger and Hellesylt takes in 
the Knivsfla Waterfalls, known as 
the Seven Sisters and Friaren (the 
Suitor). You will also sail close to 
the Brudesloret (Bridal Veil) falls.

is Machu Picchu. Dating back to the 

15th century, the ancient site is allegedly 
the last Incan city in Peru. Its primeval 
presence will transport you into the 
mysterious world of yesteryear.

In Latin America, home to such 
nations as Brazil, Argentina, Chile 
and Peru, there is no shortage of 
beauty, both natural and 
manufactured. We provide you 
with a run-down of the most 
picturesque attractions in the 
continent that promises to take 
your breath away. 


Straddling between the border of 

Brazil and Argentina is the arc-shaped 

waterfall, Iguazu Falls. The gargantuan 

natural landmark spans an impressive 
2,/00m across from end to end, making it 
one of the world’s largest cataracts. Watch in 
awe as the curtain of water cascade down 
an 80m distance. A train ride takes you to the 
waterfall, but if you prefer to be airborne, you 
can hop on to a helicopter as well. Found in 
the heart of the Iguazu National Park, it is 
enveloped in dense greenery, which also 
makes for an impressive sight. Diverse and 
eye-catching, the wildlife there, such as 
howler monkeys, jaguars and tapirs, can be 
easily spotted. 


At 10,582sqkm, Bolivia's Uyuni Salt 

Flats is the largest of its Kind in the 

world. Unlike the sand dunes of the Ica 

Desert, this vast stretch of land has a 
level surface coated with a snowy white salt 
crust. What's more, the unbelievably 
breath-taking panorama looks like a giant 
mirror that reflects the sky, hence creating 
the illusion of a reduced gap between the 
Earth and sky. 


Coming in third is the Torres del Paine 

National Park in Chile. Picturesque 

mountains and glaciers, almost too 

impressive to seem real, sit among 
winding rivers and lakes. The protected area 
may be populated with stunning flora and 
fauna, but the show-stealer remains to be 
the trio of mountain peaks known as Torres 
del Paine, the park's namesake. Other 
odd-shaped, snow-capped Alps command 
attention as well. 


Venture towards southern Peru and 
you will find the city of Ica, within 


which lies the renowned Ica Desert. 

An endless landscape of sand dunes 
dipping in and out of the horizon, the barren 
land is not a sight Commonly seen in urban 
cities. Take advantage of the soft terrain to 
do some sandboarding or roam around in 
sand buggies. Don't forget to make a pit stop 
at Huacachina, a puny village in the Ica 
Region, a lone settlement surrounded by the 
expanse of sand. The spectacular desert 
oasis, built around a lake, is surprisingly 
inhabited by only a hundred over people.

FUKUOKA > SAGA 


Lunch, Japanese Kaiseki or Buffet 
Dinner 

Upon arrival, start your tour with 
Yobuko Morning Market, one of 
the Japan's three biggest 
morning markets. Opened first 
during the Taisho period 
somethime between 1912-1926, 
the market is full of stalls selling 
all kinds of fresh seafood & 
vegetables, including the 
renowned local Yobuko squid. 
After lunch, board the Marinepal 
Yobuko Zeela, a submarine ship 
shaped like a whale which glides 
slowly across the sea around 
Yobuko. 


SAGA 

Breakfast, Lunch, Japanese Kaiseki 
or Buffet Dinner 

The highlight today starts with a 
tour of Arita-Yaki Okawachi 
Village. Hidden in a small valley 
surrounded by lush forest and 


jagged mountain, this is also the

irst place to produce porcelain in 
Japan. After lunch, proceed to 
Keishuen Garden with a Matcha 
Experience before paying a visit 
to the Yutoku Inari Shrine, one of 
Japan's top three shrines 
dedicated to Inari alongside 
Fushimi Inari Shrine in Kyoto and 
Toyokawa. The shrine is built on 
the steep hillside of a valley with 
its main hall standing on tall 
wooden beams 18 metres above 
the valley floor. 


SAGA » NAGASAKI 
Breakfast, Lunch, Dinner 

Today morning visit, we will start 
with the Nagasaki Atomic Bomb 
Museum. Being one of the 
region's top tourist attractions, 
the museum will give you an 
informative yet sobering look on 
the impact of the usage of 
atomic bomb, while 
understanding the city's post-war 
effort. Continuing the same topic, 
we will stroll around the 
Nagasaki Peace Park which was 
built to remind people on the 
horrors of war and express the 
hope for peace. After lunch, we 
will take a ferry to visit one of the 
famous islands in Nagasaki - 
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Gunkanjima (Battleship 

Island) (*Subjected to weather condition). 
Given the nickname cause of its 
battleship-like silhouette, the 
eerie island and its former coal 
mine are one of Japan's most 
unlikely tourist attractions. Next, 
we will proceed to the Mt. Inasa 
& Nagasaki Ropeway for a 
beautiful view of Nagasaki. 


NAGASAKI > 
KUMAMOTO 


Breakfast, Lunch, Dinner 

Start you day with Dolphin 
Watching tour onboard a cruise 
out to the vast sea for a glimpse 
of wild dolphins playing in the 
water. Next, take the ferry from 
Shimabara to Kumamoto, 
crossing the Ariake sea to 
Kumamoto pier. After lunch, we 
will visit the Kumamoto Castle 
(outside) and continue a stroll of 
Johsaien which just at the foot of 
Kumamoto Castle. Next, proceed 
to Suizenji Garden, a spacious, 
Japanese-style landscape garden 
in Kumamoto that dated back to 
1632 when the first generation of 
feudal lords ruled. 


KUMAMOTO > OITA 


Breakfast, Yanagawa Eel Rice Lunch, 
Dinner 

Begin your day with a Seasonal 
Fruit Picking activity. Next, 
embark on a relaxing Yanagawa 
River Cruise where you will find 
yourself immersing in the 
beautiful surrounding scenery. 
After your ride, relaxing yourself 
through soaking in Hot Sand 
Bath where you lay down and be 
covered by the natural heated 
sand while gazing out to the sea 
in front of you. Lastly, proceed to 
the Hells of Beppu taking in 
sights of its steaming ponds of 
various colours, bubbling mud 
pools and other hydrothermal 
activities.

After breakfast, we will pay a visit 
to Beppu African Safari Park 
where you hop into a special 
vehicle heading into the safari 
park and get to feed the wild 
animals.

A natural landmark 
here is the Lake Kinrin located at 
the end of the town's main 
walking route and famous for its 
mystical views. Then, embark on

as the ‘most elegant sightseeing 
train’. The interior of the train 
carriage is covered with wooden 
floorboards, green walls and 
chairs reminding you of the 
forest. You can also get to enjoy

Final stop of the day 
is the Mojiko Retro District with 
its trait of having many Western- 
style buildings housing shipping 
companies and trading firms 
bought forth by it being a 
transport hub.

A 
perfect ending to your Kyushu 
tour will be a visit to Tenjin for a 
last bit of exploration on the 
unique open-air food stalls (Yatai), 
the city’s best-known symbol 
which are only opened in the 
evening onwards and adhere to 
its own required practises.

Accommodation 

Accommodation is as specified in the tour 
brochure / itinerary / tour booking form. In 
the event the specified accommodation is not 
available, every effort will be made to scout 
for an alternative in another accommodation 
of similar standard. Hotel room sizes, facilities 
and services may vary in different country. 
Accommodation for adults is based on 
twin-share, double or triple-share bedroom. 
Different room type might not be on the 
same level. Single room occupancy comes 
with an additional cost. 

Room size is generally slightly smaller than 
what you may be used to. Space is precious 
commodity in Europe and especially in its 
busiest cities. Many of the buildings will have 
been in existence for hundreds of years and 
were not built with the modern traveller in 
mind. The upside is that they are usually in 
excellent locations and have a fascinating 
story to tell. 

Bed sizes may also differ. In Europe, King and 
Queen-sized beds are very rare. Here, double 
beds are the norm and you may often find 
that a double room consists of two twin beds 
pushed together instead of a full bed, made 
up with one set of linen. You may also find 
that twin beds will be placed very close 
together. 

A triple room is the same size as a twin-share 
room. The third bed is always a roll-away bed 
or sofa bed added into the room. As a result, 
you may feel that the room is very cramped 
and small 

Europeans are very socially and 
environmentally conscious, especially about 
air-conditioning in Europe. During autumn 
and winter seasons, the central 
air-conditioning will be switched off in the 
hotel rooms.
